Dear Sir: 


The information furnished herewith concerns an individual who is believed to be 
covered by the agreement between the FBI and Secret Service concerning Presidential pro- 
tection, and to fall within the category or categories checked. 

1. □ Has attempted or threatened bodily harm to any government official or employee, 

including foreign government officials residing in or planning an imminent visit to the 
U. S., because of his official status. 

2. □ Has attempted or threatened to redress a grievance against any public official by other 

.than legal means. 

3. Because of background is potentially dangerous; or has been identified as member or 
participant in communist movement; or has been under active investigation as member 
of other group or organization inimical to U. S. 

4. □ U. S. citizens or residents who defect from the U. S. to countries in the Soviet or 

Chinese Communist blocs and return. 

5. □ Subversives, ultrarightists, racists and fascists who meet one or more of the following 

criteria: 

(a) □ Evidence of emotional instability (including unstable residence and 

employment record) or irrational or suicidal behavior: 

(b) □ Expressions of strong or violent anti-U. S. sentiment; 

(c) □ Prior acts 1 (including arrests or convictions) or conduct or statements 

indicating a propensity for violence and antipathy toward good order 
and government. 

6. □ Individuals involved in illegal bombing or illegal bomb-making.

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Superintendent WILLIAM MORRIS, Illinois State 
Police, Springfield, Illinois, on August 31, 1967, made 
available a letter directed to ’’Honorable Richard J. 

Daily, Governor of Illinois, Springfield, Illinois”, 
dated June 14, 1967, bearing the heading Yauco, Puerto 
Rico. This letter reads as follows: 

”Dear Sir: 

”1 have the pleasure of present to you as a gift 
to your excellence the enclosed in here of these Post 
Mortem needles. 

’’Their axiom is the Latin = Phrase: Noceste 
Ipsum which meaning is: Please to know yourself: that 
in the struggle for the life is the Latin Phrase; ’Casus 
Belle'' that the meaning is ’Case for the war. 

’’For idiosyncrasy have the reflexion in the extint 

boxers . 


’’Please accept my Sincere thanks by expression 
of your confidence and believe in me: 

"Vary rfisnentJnllv vnnrs 


The letter bears a marginal note which is as 

follows: 


’’Note: The enclosed needles are for Sewing embaln cadavers 
Perhaps, maybe to esteem highly use for your goverment.” 


The envelope in which this letter was received 
is postmarked in Puerto Rico January 14, 1967, in the 
morning, but a portion of the postmark is blurred. The 
envelope bears the word personally and is addressed to 
Hon: Richard J. Daily, Governor of Illinois, Springfield, 
Springfield, Illinois, and bears the added notation 
Capital of the State.

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Enclosed in the letter was a card on which were 
three curved needles held by heavy thread. The card bore 
the words : 


"Noeeste Ipsum 

’•Needles for sewing: Embalm Cadavers 
’’Affairs of Sociology Casus Belli 
’’Post Mortem: Special Curve 
and Half curved triangles for mouth”. 

A small note under the last line made in England. 

The words Noeeste Ipsum and Casus Belli are under- 
lined twice. The reverse side of this card is blank card- 
board . 


Also furnished was a postcard bearing a postmark 
of Yauco, Puerto Rico and a stamp ”RECIEVED AUG 21 1967 
THE GOVERNOR^ OFFICE . ” The card is addressed to Hon OTTO 
KERNER, Governor of Illinois, Springfield, Illinois, 

US. of A. The reverse of this card contains the following: 

’’From: Yauco, Puerto Rico. 

"Gentlemen: Noxcete Ipsum that meaning to know yourself 
and Casus Belli:: Case for the war. 


”0n June 14th I sent to your excellence three Post Mortem 
needles for sewing corpse cadavers. And regret to say 
you that I am without the advises.”
